before.them ; To which Spinolz replyed that 
he doubted not but to find ſuch gallant beha- 
viour 1n him, as would make him above the 
envy of the proudeſt Genoueſe, Gooalake thank+ 
ed him for his good opinion of him, but the 
bufineſle requiring haſt, they left off farther 
complements, and the Captain being furniſhed 
with Horſe and attendants by the geaerous Spr- 
ola, they ſet forward together towards Geno- 
#4, but in their way, and not halfe a mile from 
the City, they might ſee their ſmall Army both 
Horſe and Foot ready drawn up.to attend the 
coming of their Commander, who having firſt 
well viewed them, and then recommended 
Goodlake as a Perſon whom he had thought fit 
to appoint their Lieutenant Geaerall, and they 
upon. his commendations received him with 
great applauſe, he ordered them to march and 
rake up their quarters towards the borders of 
Manitua's Country, and himſelfe in two dayes 
time following them overtook them at Frimlz, 

alictle Townin that Dukes Territory, not ren 
miles from which bet ween four and five thou 
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* ſand Savoyards (who were come to the aſfiſtance 
- of the Duke of Ferrara, and had by treachery 
taken a Caltle belonging to the Flaminij a noble 
Family of the Mantoveſes )were encamped,upon 
theſe by the advice of Goodlake, the noble Spi- 
nola reſolves to give the firſt aſſault, and there- 
fore advancing from Frixlz in the dark of the 
night lodges his Army within a mile of the ene- 
my, intending about break of day to fall in up- 
on them at unawares, but they having advice 
by their Scouts, had drawn out into an advan- 
tagious ground ready to receive them, yet that 
not at all abated Spznola's courage, but having 
given the charge of the right wing of Horſeto 
Goodlake, and of the left to Szgr. Alexandro Fu- 
. finiam, himſelfe commanding the body, began 
the fight about break of day, which continued 
dqubtfull(the Savoyards being more in number 
then the Gezoveſes ) for about two houres, till 
Captain Goodlake firſt, and after him Fuſtinianz 
having broken both the wings of Horſe, the 
battell clearly ſhowed it ſelfe on the Genoveſes 
hide, for Captain Goodlake having left ſufficient 
numbers to purſue the enemies ſcattered left 
wing, and make good what he had gained with 
aſelec party of Horſe, came flying to the ſuc- 
cour of the noble Spinola, who was ſomewhat 
oppreſſed, for the Savoy infantry being both 
mvre numerous and better experienced Soul- 
diers thea the Genoveſe had gained ground of 
them from the very beginniug of the fight, and 
were now ready to put them toa totall rout, 
when Captain Goodlake falling into the reare - 
rac 
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the enemies infantry turned the (cale ſo, thats 
thoſe who before were ready to fly were now 
purſuers for the Savoyards ; Seeing themſelvei 
deſerted by their own Horſe on both ſides, were? 
no.longer able to bear the brunt, but confuſeds 
ly breaking their ranks, either ran away -or 
yeilded themfelves to mercy ; Yet a ſmall par« 
ty of them reſolutely maintained the Field till 
Fuſtiniani coming in likewiſe with a party of 
Horſe, and they now (ſeeing nothing but the 
vidage of ghaſtly deaths, preſented , threw 
down their armes,and cryed for quarter, Thus 
was the whole force of Savoy, which came to 
the alliſtance of the Duke of Ferrara, either to 
tally diſperſed or taken Priſoners, and the ges: 
nerous Spizola having loaded Captain Goodlake 
and Fu(tiniani with the honour of that dayes' 
victory to purſue his good fortune, immediat-= 
ly advanced with his Army to the Seige of the 
Caſtle of Flaminii, a place accounted almoſt 1m- 
pregnable both for its fituation and fortificati- 
on, and won only by the Savoyards golden bul- 
lets, ſhot into the purſe of the treacherous Go« 
vernour, before it hefits down, reſolving that 
if he could not by force yer by ſtarving he 
would gain it before he parted, but gallant 
Goodlake not approving ſuch delatory proceed- 
ings (things naturall to the Talian) with much 
intreaty perſwaded him to play his batteries, 
though againſt the opinion of moſt Command- 
ers1n the Army, who alledged that it was im« 
poilible with Bafiliſco*'s, much leſs with their 
ſmall artillery to move thoſe impenitrable my

"# great' a power in the Caſtle both of officers

ocnerally breed up rheir ſons, to the berter to 
enable chem whEn they ſhould arrive ar riper 
years to ſerve their Country z ſuch was-the de- 
light that we tookin each others company , and 
ſo did our friendſhip fleuriſh in thoſe our render 
yours » that it grew up as igwvere to an Inviola- 
le bond, to the great delight of che old Alonzo, 
who gloried to ſee how we. firove more and 
more. to endear our ſelves together ; and yer 
would endeavour to exceed cach ocher in duty: 
and reſpe& ro him , ſorhar he would ofcen ſay, 
that if we had but both been his children, no 
Father could have boafted a happineſs like his ; 
thus we lived together for about three years, 
and upwards, never patting by our good wills 
neither night nor day, or if by any chance we 
were for ſome time forced to be aſunder , that 
time waseither ſpent in dull melancholly, or in 
pouring forth prayers for each others ſafety; bur 
whileſt we thus lived in all bliſs and con». 
cent imaginable , adverſe Fortune renewed 
an old Feud, which had long lain afleep be-

ſuffice that ir ſoon grew into ſuch a flame , as 
diſturbed the whole Ciry of Flerence , and ma8y 
murders were committed on both fides, Almwe- 
righo' Donati, ſon to Lorenz,o Donati , one of the 
chief of char Family , was the ficſt thar felt the 
fury of chis difference by the loſs of his life, 
which was too ſoon revenged upon Grovann 
Schiarra,a youth in whom all Nobleneſs flow'd, 
but of roo tender years to be made a concern in 
this bloody difference , who being ſer upon by 
three of rhe oppoſite Family, though he bravely 
defended himſelf, being overpowred, was made 
a ſacrifice ro their revenge. This baſeneſs ex» 
treamly heightned the difference, yer ic made 
ſomewhat well for the Schiarr:, who gained 
thereby rhe friendſhip of almoſt che whole 
City, for they generally condemned rhe Donats 
for committing ſo horrid and unworchy a mur- 
ther, upon the perſon of one {o young and cen- 
der, that he ſcarce yer knew che hangling of of - 
ſenfive Arms ; in ſum, ſcarce a day paſled but 
either wounds or deaths given or taken ; yet my 
Schiarra and I paſſed unaffrented, which pro« 
ceeded not from any want of malice in the De- 
nas to him, for they particularly coveted his 
death as the ſon, and onely ſon of one of the 
cliiefeſt of their enemyfamily ; bur becauſe they 
knew chat our friendſhip was ſuch ( and ſeldom 
or never did we walk aſunder) thac ic was inf- 
poſſible for them to engage him, and not endan-

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Ser me, and 'verty ſenfible they were that ſhould 
I have miſcarried by their ſwords, my Father 
would either by Embaſſie have procured, or by

friendſhip and mine had raken ſo deep root,
